PAINTSVILLE — A Johnson 
County couple whose bodies were 
found buried on their Oil Springs 
property Feb. 22 died of blunt 
force trauma, according to Johnson 
County Coroner J.R. Frisby. 



The bodies of Farry and Sandra 
Kaye Blanton were positively 
identified last week at the state 
medical examiner’s office, said 
Frisby, who explained that it was 
necessary to use dental records and 
a pacemaker to make the determi- 
nation. 

Frisby released the cause of 
death after speaking to the medical 



examiner on Monday. 

“The cause is going to be blunt 
force trauma to the head and the 
trunk,” Frisby said. “We are unable 
to determine at this time what was 
used. You hear so many things, but 
they were not shot. The official 
date of death will be Sept. 7,

CVE 
officer 
charged 
with assault

LOUISA — A Kentucky Com- 
mercial Vehicle Enforcement offi- 
cer has been charged with fourth- 
degree assault, but hasn’t been 
officially served, stemming from 
an arrest Feb. 21 in Lawrence 
County in which the owner of 
three coal trucks was cited for traf- 
fic violations and additionally 
charged with multiple offenses, 
including assault of the officer and 
obstructing governmental opera- 
tions. 

Bobby J. Adkins Jr., with BJJR 
Trucking of Fort Gay, W.Va., is 
charged with license to be in pos- 
session; no registration receipt; 
failure to produce insurance card; 
second-degree disorderly conduct; 
menacing; resisting arrest; third- 
degree assault of a police officer 
or probation officer and obstruct- 
ing governmental operations. 

According to the police report, 
Adkins pulled over at another traf- 
fic stop during a coal truck inspec- 
tion, became irate and started curs- 
ing, and was instructed several 
times to go back to his 2006 Chev- 
rolet Silverado and leave, but he 
refused . 

CVE officer Darvin Marsillett 
said in his report that after he 
refused to get in his vehicle and 
leave, Adkins was instructed to put 
his hands behind his back, and he

Judge dismisses suits by company, employees

PIKEVILLE - A federal 
judge Monday dismissed lawsuits 
by a former ambulance company 
and its employees filed soon after 
a state board suspended the com- 
pany’s licenses last year. 

“The complaints in these two 
cases tell a tale of government 
corruption fit for Boss Hogg’s 
administration,” U.S. District 
Judge Amul R. Thapar said in his 
order dismissing the two lawsuits. 
“The plaintiffs, an ambulance 
company and its employees, 
allege that the defendants, mem- 



bers of a state licensing board 
engaged in significant chicanery 
to drive them out of business. 
While the plaintiffs may be cor- 
rect that the board treated them 
unfairly, their claims are not cog- 
nizable under the federal Due Pro- 
cess Clause.” 

Questcare LLC, which has 
since been sold, operated ambu- 
lance services in Floyd, Johnson, 
Magoffin and Pike counties. It 
filed a federal suit in August 2012 
against officials with the Ken- 
tucky Board of Emergency Medi- 
cal Services (KBEMS) over the 
suspension of its licenses earlier 
that month. 

Employees of Questcare filed a 



separate suit against KBEMS offi- 
cials, claiming the board’s action 
illegally deprived the workers of 
“their right to continued employ- 
ment, with consequential loss of 
salary and employment benefits, 
and injury to their professional 
reputations.” 

The ambulance company’s 
licenses were suspended by the 
KBEMS on Aug. 2, 2012, follow- 
ing a hearing on alleged deficien- 
cies, according to the lawsuit. On 
April 20, 2012, Joe Prewitt, vice 
chairman and acting chairman of 
the KBEMS, filed a complaint 
against Questcare, alleging that 
the company “had violated Ken- 
tucky’s laws governing emergen- 



cy transport personnel, namely 
KRS 311A.050(l)(c), KRS 
311A.050(2)(a) and 202 KAR 
7:051,” the suit said. 

“According to Questcare’s 
complaint, April 20 marked the 
beginning of a long, Kafkaesque 
encounter with KBEMS in which 
Questcare was subject to improper 
investigations, one-sided hear- 
ings, and a panel set on suspend- 
ing its license,” Thapar wrote in 
his order. 

But the judge ruled, among 
other things, that the defendants 
did not violate Questcare’s proce- 
dural due process rights, saying

Man says 
not guilty 
in fatal 
crash case

LOUISA — Kentucky National 
Guard soldier Christopher Brandt 
pleaded not guilty to charges involv- 
ing manslaughter from a car crash 
on Sept. 13, 2012, in North Dakota. 

Brandt, 23, of Lowmansville, 
was allegedly driving drunk at a 
high rate of speed when he lost con- 
trol of his car and crashed into a 
tree, killing Ronald Forsyth, 3 1 , and 
Jason Burnette, 23. Brandt and 
David Duncan, 23 , were both report- 
edly injured during the crash. 

Brandt is facing two counts of 
manslaughter and one count of reck- 
less endangerment. 

News reports posted online 
shortly after the incident allege that 
Brandt was traveling at approxi- 
mately 88 miles per hour at the time 
of the crash. 

All four men were Kentucky 
guardsmen undergoing military 
engineering training at Camp Graf- 
ton, near Devils Lake in North 
Dakota. 

According to radio reports, 
Brandt could face up to 25 years in 
prison if he is convicted. 



Schools to 
dismiss early 

PAINTSVILLE - The Johnson 
County School District will dismiss 
classes early Thursday “in order to 
accommodate players, parents, stu- 
dents and staff’ who will be attend- 
ing the boys’ state basketball tourna- 
ment in Lexington. 

The Johnson Central High 
School Golden Eagles won the 
regional tournament Saturday and 
will represent the 15th Region at the 
tournament, playing their first game 
Thursday at 6:30 p.m. 

Elementary schools in the John- 
son County district will dismiss at 
noon Thursday, with the middle and 
high schools dismissing at 12:30 
p.m. 

There also will be no school Fri- 
day in the district.

Frisby said that the date 
of death was determined 
through the course of the 
investigation involving his 
office along with Johnson 
County Sheriff Dwayne 
Price and Deputy Kevin Pel- 
phrey. 

The couple’s remains 
were found buried in an area 
by a bam on the couple’s Oil 
Springs property. 

“They were approximate- 
ly 4 feet to 4.5 feet down in 
the dirt,” Frisby said. “But 
there was a big pile of horse 
manure on top of the spot 
where they were buried.” 

A press release issued by 
the Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office said that depu- 
ties, members of the Oil 
Springs and Rockhouse fire 
Departments and the John- 
son County Rescue Squad 
went to the Blanton farm, 
where they worked for 
approximately nine hours to 
exhume the bodies, digging 
at first by hand and then uti- 
lizing equipment including a 
small backhoe and an exca- 
vator. 

Authorities were able to 
locate the bodies after 
Amanda Fannin, the girl- 
friend of the couple’s son, 
William Blanton entered into 
a plea agreement with the 
commonwealth’s attorney 
office “to provide informa- 
tion that the Commonwealth 
believes will enable them to 
prosecute William E. Blan- 
ton for causing the deaths of 
his parents, Larry Blanton 
and Sandra Blanton, and for 
concealing their remains.” 

Fannin said in her plea 
agreement that she played no 
role whatsoever in the deaths 
of the Blantons and that she 
only became aware of cir- 
cumstances after their death. 

Fannin agreed to provide 
the information in exchange 
for a dismissal with preju- 
dice of flagrant non- support 
and promoting contraband 
charges filed against her last 
year; an agreement to not 
prosecute her for any crimes 
which she may have com- 
mitted after she learned of 
the deaths of Larry and San- 
dra Blanton; an agreement to 
not prosecute her for any 
charges of which the KSP, 
Johnson County Sheriff’s 
Office, Paints ville Police 
Department and Operation 
UNITE currently have open 
investigations pending, 
which at the time of the 
agreement are none; an 
agreement and recommenda- 
tion to the court for the mod- 
ification of the conditions of 
her release so that she may 
be placed in a 180-day reha- 
bilitation program in Ken- 
tucky, such as Karen’s Place 
in Louisa, and she will be 
responsible for securing 
funding for her rehabilitation 
placement through Opera- 
tion UNITE; and an agree- 
ment to not seek the death 
penalty for William E. Blan- 
ton for any charges relating 
to the deaths of his parents. 

“The Defendant agrees to 
provide a full and complete 
statement concerning her 
total knowledge of the events 



surrounding the disappear- 
ance, presumed death 
(including manner and 
mechanism of death) and 
burial of Larry and Sandra 
Blanton, and agrees to pro- 
vide testimony if necessary 
concerning her knowledge 
of these events. All state- 
ments given by the defen- 
dant pursuant to this agree- 
ment shall be made in the 
presence of her counsel and 
shall be recorded,” the plea 
agreement says. “Should the 
Defendant fail to disclose a 
material fact known to her, 
knowingly give false infor- 
mation, or is later discovered 
to have been involved in the 
death of Larry and Sandra 
Blanton, the Commonwealth 
and defendant are released 
from this agreement with 
any information gained by 
the Commonwealth useable 
for any purpose.” 

The plea agreement also 
says that “in the event the 
Defendant discloses infor- 
mation concerning the 
whereabouts of the bodies 
that proves to be false, then 
both parties are released 
from this agreement and any 
statements made by Amanda 
Lannin as a result of this 
agreement will be consid- 
ered offered in proffer and 
not usable against her. 

The agreement says, “It is 
the intention of the Com- 
monwealth and the defen- 
dant that the parties be for- 
ever bound by the terms of 
this agreement. Subsequent 
occupants of the Common- 
wealth’s Attorney’s Office or 
subsequent special prosecu- 
tors, are intended to be 
bound by this agreement.” 

Circuit Judge John David 
Preston accepted the plea 
agreement on Leb. 22, which 
is the same day an order was 
issued, for the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office to 
transport Lannin from the 
Pike County Detention Cen- 
ter to the crime scene. 

Lannin was also trans- 
ported to the common- 
wealth’s attorney office Leb. 
25, according to an order in 
the case file at the Johnson 
County Circuit Court Clerk’s 
Office. 

William Blanton is sched- 
uled to go to trial in Law- 
rence County on April 8 for 
other charges not directly 
related to the murder of his 
parents. He was arrested 
Oct. 8, 2012, after he alleg- 
edly attempted to fill his 
father’s prescription for 
methadone at a Paintsville 
pharmacy, at which time he 
was charged with obtaining 
or attempting to obtain a 
controlled substance without 
a practitioner prescription. 

On Oct. 17, 2012, Wil- 
liam Blanton and Lannin 
were both indicted. 

Johnson Circuit Judge 
John David Preston granted 
a motion for change of ven- 
ue in January filed by Wil- 
liam Blanton’s attorney and 
moved his case to Lawrence 
County. 

Blanton has been consid- 
ered a person of interest 
since his parents were 
reported missing in Septem- 
ber 2012 and is charged in 
nine separate indictments , 



including one for intent to 
defraud/scheme/artifice to 
obtain benefits under 
$10,000, 10 counts of crimi- 
nal possession of a forged 
instrument and misrepre- 
senting or withholding infor- 
mation from a practitioner as 
well as persistent felony 
offender. 

Lannin, who was also 
considered by authorities to 
be a person of interest in the 
case, is currently incarcerat- 
ed in Pike County Jail after 
being transferred from the 
Big Sandy Regional Deten- 
tion Center in Johnson 
County. 

A final report date sched- 
uled for Lannin and William 
Blanton was changed to 
April 5 at Lriday’s motion 
hour in Johnson Circuit 
Court. 
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pulled away and tried to 
strike him with his fist. 
Adkins also did not show 
proof of the vehicle registra- 
tion or insurance to the vehi- 
cle he was driving, the report 
said. 

Three people who were 
operating trucks owned by 
BJJR Trucking were also 
cited for traffic violations 
during the vehicle inspec- 
tions. 

Additional supplements 
were included in the case 
file, including one from 
Marsillett and Sgt. Nathan 
Day. 

Marsillett said in a sup- 
plemental report that he and 
officer Jess Staggs made a 
traffic stop on a commercial 
tractor trailer owned by 
BJJR Trucking Inc. to per- 
form a level two inspection. 
While conducting the 
inspection and finding out 
the extended weight decal 
expired in April 2012, two 
other BJJR trucks went by 
the traffic stop. 

“I then left the traffic stop 
and went to make a traffic 
stop on the other two trucks 
that had just went past,” 
Marsillett said. “After get- 
ting both trucks stopped, I 
instructed them to return to 
the first truck that was 
stopped and after getting 
back to the original traffic 
stop I observed a white 
Chevrolet pickup at the traf- 
fic stop. “While approaching 
Staggs, I heard him instruct 
the male subject to return to 
his vehicle several times. 
After the male subject turned 
and walked away, I went to 
the next tractor trailer to get 
the paperwork for his truck 
and trailer and when I 
approached I observed the 
male subject that Staggs had 
instructed to return to his 
vehicle, standing on the side 
of the tractor trailer talking 
to the driver. I instructed the 
male subject to step down 
but he refused and I grabbed 
him by his right arm to turn 
him around and he took a 
swing at me in an attempt to 



strike me in the face but he 
missed and hit my left shoul- 
der. I then pulled the male 
subject to the ground and 
placed him in handcuffs 
without further incident.” 

Marsillett said in his sup- 
plemental report that the 
male subject, Adkins, said 
he was sorry for what he had 
just done and that he was an 
“idiot” for doing it, then stat- 
ed he was stupid for fighting 
with the officer, that it was 
his fault and could he let him 
go and they just start over. 

“I then placed the male 
subject in the back seat of 
my patrol car,” Marsillett 
said in the report. “After get- 
ting him in the car, I asked 
his name and he stated that 
his name is Bobby Joe 
Adkins Jr. Officer Jess 
Staggs then made contact 
with KSP Post 14 and 
advised them we had been in 
an altercation and for them 
to make contact with the 
supervisor and have him in 
route.” 

Day arrived at the traffic 
stop and asked what had 
happened, and he then went 
to the rear of Marsillett’s 
patrol car and talked to 
Adkins, then returned to his 
car, the report said. 

“A white SUV pulled in 
behind Sgt. Day’s vehicle,” 
Marsillett said. “I then exit- 
ed my patrol car to see who 
they were. A female exited 
the vehicle, demanding to 
know what happened and 
what was going on, stating 
she was the owner of the 
trucks. I instructed the 
female that she needed to 
return to her vehicle and 
leave. After a few minutes 
another vehicle pulled in 
behind Sgt. Day and a male 
subject exited the vehicle 
and became irate with Sgt. 
Day. Sgt. Day then told the 
male subject that he needed 
to get back in his vehicle and 
leave. The male subject then 
left. I left the traffic stop and 
transported the male subject 
to the Lawrence County 
Sheriff’s Department and 
turned him over to the Law- 
rence County Jailer for 
transport to the Big Sandy 



Regional Detention Center, 
then returned to the traffic 
stop. Approximately 10 min- 
utes later, a white Jeep 
pulled in behind Sgt. Day’s 
vehicle at a high rate of 
speed. I observed a male 
subject get out of his vehicle 
and go to the rear of Sgt. 
Day’s vehicle. I heard the 
male subject become loud 
and irate. After hearing the 
male subject I exited my 
patrol car and walked back 
to see what was going on. 
When I approached the male 
subject, he stated that we 
were going to let all of the 
vehicles go and the guys that 
were driving were going to 
drive them away. The male 
subject then stated that it 
was getting ready to get bad 
and then he turned toward 
me pointing his finger in my 
face and stated that it was 
going to get even worse for 
me. Sgt. Day then told the 
male subject that he was not 
going to be making threats 
toward his officers and he 
told me to return back to my 
vehicle, that he would take 
care of it. I went back to my 
patrol car and completed my 
level two inspection. After 
the male left, I asked Sgt. 
Day who he was and he 
stated that he was the Law- 
rence County Attorney, 
Mike Hogan.” 

According to an addition- 
al report filed by Day, “a 
male subject wearing ball 
shorts, ball shoes, and a 
jacket came to the traffic 
stop driving a white Jeep 
Commander and walked up 
to the passenger side of his 
cruiser and asked who was 
in charge and appeared to be 
irate.” 

Day said in the report that 
he asked who he was and 
that he identified himself as 
“Lawrence County Attorney, 
Mike Hogan.” 

Day said Hogan ques- 
tioned him about the inci- 
dent and “was advised of the 
situation and the outcome of 
the incident.” 

“Hogan was advised that 
the Commercial Vehicles 
were going to be towed due 
to violations and he stated he

Johnson also told each of 
them that she was proud of 
them and that if they should 
ever need her, they can call 
her.

that the company did not 
have a right to a pre-revoca- 
tion hearing as argued in the 
suit. He also ruled that the 
defendants are “entitled to 
qualified immunity because 
their actions during the pre- 
revocation hearing did not 
violate Questcare’s constitu- 
tional rights.” 

The judge also said that 
the employees “have no 
claim of their own and no 
standing to bring suit on 



Questcare’s behalf.” He said 
the employees’ claim was for 
“the wages and benefits they 
lost after being terminated, 
not for Questcare’s lost rev- 
enue.” 

“The fact that Questcare 
has effectively asserted its 
rights demonstrates that 
there is no need for the 
employees to raise those 
same rights in a second suit,” 
Thapar wrote. “The Court 
must therefore dismiss the 
employees’ suit for lack of 
standing.” 



mean he won’t continue to 
volunteer to help with the 
program,” Johnson said. 

The Drug Court program 
is from 18-24 months, 
depending on the charges 
against each individual, with 
numerous requirements being 
met before participants can 
graduate and includes coun- 
seling, community service, 
group sessions with Drug 
Court staff, Individual ses- 
sions with Drug Court Staff, 
Narcotics Anonymous/Alco- 
holic Anonymous meetings, 
curfew checks, employment 
as well as drug tests two or 
three times each week. 
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was going to tell me how 
this situation was going to 
go,” the report said. “He 
continued to inform me that 
we had to let the trucks go, 
let them dump and go back 
to their lot and park. Hogan 
advised all the citations and 
charges against Adkins was 
going to be dismissed in 
court without prejudice so 
that Officer Marsillett could 
not be sued since he initiated 
the charges against Adkins. 
Hogan stated he was in 
charge, or if we impounded 
the trucks he would still dis- 
miss the citations and charg- 
es. Hogan said he would 
arrange for Adkins to file 
charges against officer Mar- 
sillett and a lawsuit in Cir- 
cuit Court. I advised Hogan 
to calm down, at that time 
officer Marsillett walked up 
and Hogan advised that it 
was going to get bad out 
here and he pointed his fin- 
ger at Officer Marsillett’s 
face and advised him it was 
going to get real bad for him. 
I instructed Officer Marsil- 
lett to return to his inspec- 
tion and I would take care of 
this issue. Hogan stated he 
worked for the people of 
Lawrence County and he 
was going to protect them 
and he did not work for the 
people in Frankfort. I 
advised Hogan to have a seat 
in his vehicle while I con- 
tacted Captain Joey Conn. I 
informed Captain Conn of 
the issue and he spoke brief- 
ly with Hogan on the phone, 
after the conversation with 
Captain Conn , Hogan stated 
you do what you need to do 
and I will do what I have to 
do and left the traffic stop.” 

All three trucks belong- 
ing to BJJR Transport, Inc. 
were impounded. 

Adkins said in a com- 
plaint dated Feb. 25 against 
Marsillett that “the defen- 
dant unlawfully and inten- 
tionally caused physical 
injury to the affiant to-wit: 
the defendant without prov- 
ocation put affiant in a head- 
lock, slammed him on the 
ground, and slammed his 
knee to his skull and back of 
neck.” 

After his arrest, Adkins’ 
bond was set at $5,000 unse- 
cured “per request of county 
attorney,” and an order was 
issued to release the 
impounded vehicles. 



According to the release, 
the case came on for a hear- 
ing and the court was fully 
and sufficiently advised, but 
Conn said they were not 
aware of a hearing nor were 
they given an opportunity to 
show what was going on 
regarding the inspections. 

“To my knowledge, none 
of the safety violations had 
been remedied at the time 
the vehicles were released,” 
Conn said. 

On Tuesday, Adkins was 
on the docket to appear for 
arraignment, but according 
to Assistant County Attorney 
Shawn Purdue, Adkins’ case 
has already been scheduled 
for a preliminary hearing on 
March 27 at 11 a.m. 

Marsillett was accompa- 
nied to the scheduled court 
appearance by several offi- 
cers and an attorney, but his 
case wasn’t on the docket 
because he has not yet been 
served with the complaint 
against him. 

Purdue said that in order 
to make it convenient for the 
officer, a hearing for Marsil- 
lett could be set for the same 
day as Adkins’ if the officer 
is served.

Most people are pretty 
smart when it comes to 
buying computers and oth- 
er tech gear. 

They use the Internet to 
research products and 
compare prices. And when 
they’re ready to buy, they 
take advantage of coupon 
codes and free shipping 
offers. But the tech retail 
jungle is filled with booby 
traps that can snare even 
savvy consumers. 

Steer clear of these bad 
deals and save more of 
your hard-earned cash. 

1 . Extended warranties/ 
phone insurance 

Extended warranties for 
computers and electronics 
can add hundreds of dol- 
lars to the price of your 
purchase. And they’re usu- 
ally bad investments. 

The basic manufacturer 
warranty on most gadgets 
typically covers a year of 
use, which is when repairs 
are most often needed. 
Extended warranties will 
bring that out to two or 
three years, but by then 
most gadgets are outdated 
and not worth repairing. 

The exception would be 
an expensive computer that 
you carry around, like a 
MacBook. 

If nightmares of drop- 
ping your smartphone keep 
you up at night, you can 
buy yourself peace of mind 
by self-insuring. Put what 
you would have spent on 
protection into a savings 
account. 

If something goes 
wrong, pay for the repair 
out of that fund. If nothing 
happens, take a vacation! 

Check with your credit 
card company, too. Buying 
a gadget with certain cards 
can double the length of 
the manufacturer’s war- 
ranty at no cost to you. 

2. Expensive cables 

When you’re shelling 

out big bucks for a high- 
end LED HDTV and a new 
Blu-ray player, spending 
an extra $100 or more on 
HDMI cables doesn’t seem 
like a big deal. However, 
it’s money you don’t need 
to spend. 

Unless you’re running 
digital cable through an 
entire house, there isn’t 
any difference between the 
$10 or less 6-foot digital 
cable and the pricey gold- 
plated versions. 

Back in the days of ana- 
log A/V, it’s true that more- 
expensive cables did a bet- 
ter job of shielding the 
signal from interference. 
Digital cables, like HDMI, 
carry a stream of Is and 0s. 
It either works perfectly or 
not at all. 

Some companies rec- 
ommend you purchase 
their expensive branded 
adapters when you buy 
their products. You can get 
generic adapters online for 
less that work just as well. 

3. RAM and hard drive 
upgrades from computer 
makers 

Most computer manu- 
facturers allow you to cus- 
tomize your computer a bit 
before ordering. You might 
add RAM or switch from a 
conventional hard drive to 
a solid-state drive. 

While convenient, it’s 
less expensive to buy the 
base model of the comput- 
er and perform your own 
upgrades. You can find 
RAM and SSDs for much 
less at an electronics store 
or online than computer 
manufacturers charge. 

For example, if you 
order a Mac mini from the 
Apple Store and bump the 
RAM from 4GB to 8GB, 
Apple will tack on $100. 
The RAM itself only costs 
$60 elsewhere. HP and 
other PC makers have sim- 
ilar markups. 

A PC maker will charge 
$300 or more to put a 
256GB SSD in a desktop. 
A similar drive costs $220
